Welch, offered the Missouri breeder $12,000 f«»r liie 
three-ycar-old son of Sain. Mr. Schreiber held out 
foi* a larger sum. Frank Farrell (for T. D. Snllivau),

330 feet by SS feet, is 1.30 feet from the track, and 
the lawn in front. Is e.leYaic*L,j<^ijl!^^tiTie view of 
tlic entin* c*our.se. The stand Is *bonatructed with 
a steel frame ami the front posts are spa<*e<l fifty 
f«s*i apart and have four rows of seats in front of 
I he (V>lninns. At the rear of the stand there is a 
S4*n)i-4*ir«*nlar betting ring fifty feet wide and :)00 
fwr in di.imcrer, entirely enclosexi around the oiit- 
suk* and o|s*n toward the center, at which p<dnt 
tlM*re will b«* the jmke.v l»oards, counter weigh te<l 
ami ample for two ra«*es at a time. The jofkey 
Isairds are also under a s<uui-circ»ilar roof fifty feet 
In diameter, affording prOtectkfii’ from the rain in 
bad weather. I'mler the field stand there are nine 
lun<rh counters, aggregating 2(’»0 feet long. From 
the rear promenade a stairway, bridge and iiroinen- 
ade have lieen exten»led over the automobile foad 
from the R<x*kawny plank road to ilie railr*>ad 
tra«*k .Sfljolnlng the main entranci? to tlie rai-etrai'S. 
A new eutr}nu*e pavilion, H'lO feet l»y 30 feet, 
lias lieen biillt. wiih comrnodloiLs ticket offices. The 
st.ind will seat 4. .300. but on holidays and when 
crowded can ac<*ommndate a mneh larger number, 
’rills tiekl stand Is enclosed on all sides excepting 
the front, liecatise the Aqtieduct track Is especially 
di-signed for mid we.ather racing, and while the 
work is not yet finished, tlie archlle<*ts and con- 
tr.ictors promise that everything will Ik* ready 
for the i»i>eniug next Saturday.

BELIEVES ARCADIA TRACK WILL BE BUILT. 

Writing to Daily Racing Form from Tx)s Angeles 
under date of October 26, a turfman who spent the 
summer on the Northern Cir^uilt sa.vs: • When I 

reached here some ten days ago I was told that 
tiiere was nothing particularly stable about the 
Baldwin Raeing Association, which had filed papers 
of Incorporation at Sa«*ramento, September 28, and 
that the much talked of racetrack at Arcadia would 
never materia llze. I found that this opinion pre- 
vailed among the horsemen at Ascot Park and that 
the management of that plant does not seriously 
regard tlie proposition. 

“I liave sln<*e «eea ‘Lucky’ Baldwin and I c.an 
assure you Im is very much in earnest. I have not 
talked with the people Wlio are associtaed with him, 
however, l.'lem Creveling, wc all know. H. .f. Wool- 
la«x»tL, the vice-president, is a kwal man. He was 
foniierl.v the pr«*sident of a bank, hut is now indentl- 
fiod with a big real estate firm. E. S. .\lbright 
oKues originall.v from St. Louis. He has never 
Ikk'u ideiitifieil with any racing enterprise. 1 am 
told that $40t».000 of the stock has lieen snbscribeil 
and that it is all held by local petqile, Tom 
Williams and John I). Spreckels are not stock- 
la dders, but Mr. Baldwin says tliat before the 
articles of inc«»rporatlon were filed he was promised 
their support; not necessarily financial, however. 
1310 Celia, Adler & Tilles firm, I am assured, has 
no interest whatever in the iH*opose<i plant. 

•*As yet the entire proposition is- on paper. The 
plans have all lieen drawn and ihe .survey.s have 
lM*i*n ma^lc, but no contracts have been let and a 
shovel h.ss not been put into the ground, rntil a 
gang of men is set to wi>rk and stands and stables 
begin to lake shape, an.v one may Ik* pardoned for 
tliat ‘Missouri feeling’ in the matter, but I am 
convinciid that these people mean to have a race- 
traek at Arcadia by next spring.” 

CANADIAN VIEWS ON BETTING. 

“Australia has been workc^l up to fever heat re- 
eently as reg:irds lK*ttlng and at one time ihere 
. was danger that the Coinraonwe.nlth v.as going to 
extremes,” says the T4>n>nto Sunday TVorkl. “Bet- 
ter C4>unsel, however, ultimately prevailed, with 
the result that a leaf has been taken out of the 
gooil Canadian hiw that encourages honesty an«l 
srraightfoiwardness and lotting is to be allcrved 
on incorporated courses. .Stringent laws, however, 
have loen enactwi against all other forms of racing 
totting and the huge .sweeps that have for well- 
night half a century been a feature in the land of 
the eorn.sfalks are to lo rigidly suppressed. Hand- 
look betting will .also be put down with a strong 
and determined hand. This is as it should be 
everywhere and the evil resulting from race course 
speculation would be practically nil and would be 
entirely offset by the accruing dci.*ency. 

“Far m4>re gooil would be done by the abolition 
of stock speculating than by the total suppression 
of betting. Racing not only brings money to the 
country and encourages the hwse industry, but It 
induces perqde to spend their leisure in the open 
air, broadens men’s minds, brings a healthy glow 
to the cheeks and affords rare enjoyment for 
thiuisaiids upon thousands of people, not ohe-tenth 
of whom are any the worse for their experience. 
Blit the law must and should be rigidly adhered to. 

•‘What Australia would be without its racing it 
is Impossible to say. That much dls<u*derliness 
would result is not to be doiihteil. We are hardly 
si^ generally enamored of the .sport in this part of 
the world as the natives are there; but still by 
their attendance many of the best people in the 
country mark their approval. What is good enough 
for His Majesty the King, for His Grace the Duke 
of Devonshire, tor the Right Honorable the Earl 
of Rosebery, for tbe Right Honorable the Earl of 
Derby, for the Right Honorable the Earl of Aber- 
deen, who lends his patronage and presence to the 
eport in Ireland, for the Right Honorable the I'ail 
of Durham, and for countless other noblemen and 
gentlemen of Britain is surely not too bad fm* the 
average Canadian.’*

GOOD HORSES SCARCE THE WORLD OVER. 

“From all parts of the world come reports of th" 
scarcity of good horses,” says a writer In the 
Toronto Sunday World. “Mr. George T. Davies is 
♦*n his way back from Fr.ance, where he went to 
buy some Perchcrons for hU father, Mr. Robert 
Davies, 'but found not cmly were they held at a 
high price, but that the drain to the United States 
had been so great that the French government had 
stepped in and prohibited the exportation of any 
more for this year at least. Mr. Davies also tried 
t4> buy some mares by Cyllene, sire of the Derby 
winner, Cicero, and of the Cambridgeshire winner, 
Polynieliis, but was politely told that one could not 
he had under 1,000 guineas ($.3,000). 

“Mr. Robert Beith has the same tale to re- 
garding good quality Hackneys. He succeeded in 
pick lug up a few, including one real craekerjaCiC, 
but in every instance the prices were decidedly 
stiff compared with what they were a few yeara 
ago. Messrs. A. and W.^^fontgaqjety talk in the 
same strain regarding Clydesdales. The country 
being depleted and either poor horses have to t,o* 
taken at exhorbitnnt prices w figures, paid for the 
best that a year or two ago would have been re- 
garded as startling. 

“Speaking of Clydesdales, I asked an expert* 
perhaps the most progressive and most enterprising 
breeder in the country, if he did not think Cana- 
dian-bred Clydes had been Improved remarkably. 
‘Yes,* he said, ‘they have undoubtedly come for- 
w'ard* but not nearly so much as the imported 
horses have goue back. The animals coming over 
here now are not nearly so massive and muscular 
as those brought across the .\tlantic fifteen and 
twenty years ago, but they are doubtless the best 
that can bo got at the prices out people fancy they 
can afford to pay.’ ”

Rule lUS of the Jockey Club’s Rules of Racing 
defined that for which a horse in racing may be 
disqualified. Section of that rule says: “Wh.en 

a hor.so is disqualified under this rule, every horse 
ill the r.ace lielougfng holly or partly to the 
same owm*r Is disqualifieil.” 

It was under this clause that E. R. Thomas was 
deprived of third money in the Richnmnd HanJirap 
at .faiiiaica Yesterday. Tlte foul having been coin- 
iiiitfed by Jacobite. ^ Halifax bis stableaiate was 
likewise iienalized. *

FEATURES OF AUSTRALIAN RACING. 

.Vustralian racing Is <-onducted under the control 
ami rules of the Victorian Racing Club, wliicli has 
a membership of 1,200 and is as autocratic as Is 
tlie J<H*key Club in England, I>uring the year the 
Victorian Racing Club alone pays away over .?22,*i.OOO 
in Stakes. For that sum there are sixteen d»ys’ 
racing at Flemlngton. and If the Caulfield CInl» and 
otlier racing ineetin’gs are taken into consldpr- 

^ation, a sum excee<ling $5i>0.C00 per annum is an- 
nually paid away in stakes in Victoria alone, so 
that it is obvious it is a good thing to .be t!;e owner 
of liorses there who will carry the colors first im.st 
llic post. Victoria also has its Grand National 
•St<*<*plecljase and Hurdle Race in the wBiter. and 
I lie former lias $7..700 added to It, and the latter 
$r..<eq. The Grand National is run over a coarse 
of three miles and a furlong, and there are twen-.y- 
Iwo stiff fences. These are all made of posts, rails, 
and stone walls, and as they will not give an Inch, 
the hors-es must either jump them or come to g; Icf. 

In addition to the Victorlaa Racing Club lixtuifs 
and the f'aulfield Club racing, there are tn • pro- 
prietary race courses nirhin a radius of twenty 
miles of .Meltioorrie. Fourteen days are ai! > ted 
to- the Caulfield Club and seven days eauii to the 
proprietary rac*e courses. There are three Hunt 
CIulis. each of which has two day.»’ racing, so 
that altogether the Victorians are extremely well 
catered for. The Victorian Racing Club’s sixteen 
ijays are divided up, there being f«/qr dajrs’ Cup 



Meeting, four days* Autnmn Meeting, and three 
days’ Grand National Meeting, the remainder being 
single days. 

The regulations in force are largely similar to 
those which obtain, in England, and It Is inetitable 
that It should be so. because the Jockey Club rules 
were taken as the basis of the Victorian Racing 
Club rules, such alterations being made from time 
to time as experffnee has dict.ated. So much Im- 
portance Is attached to the naming of horses that- 
an unnamed anlinal is not allowed pnder any 
ci^curnstancfs to st4rt in a race. All courses and 
all races must be advertised iri the “FacIUg^ Calen- 
dar.” and they must race under the V I rtoVlan Rac- 
ing Cli’.b rules. Unregistered meetings are held here 
and there, hut tlje result of taking part'fu them 1« 
serhms to o.vnera. .Any' liorse runnlug at an unregis- 
tered meeting Is perpetually di.'quallfled from rac- 
ing at a registered meeting unless’ special per- 
mission be given. In some cases where the efrenm- 
ayinccs have been exceptional a pertbit has' been 
given, but one Is not to be had for the’ mere asking, 
and it may be broadly accepted that once a runner 
at an unregistered meet!n.g a horse has finished 
Its career In legitimate racing. 

The proprietary clubs are allowed to promote race 
meetings only on faithfully observing the condition 
that at least $1,750 per day must be given for six 
races, and if ii;ere is any desire to Inelude selling 
races In the program the stakes must Ive in adfiltion 
to the $1,750. The effect of this was to so dis- 
courage rel'Iug races that they may lie said to be 
almost non-existcat at registered meetings In Vic- 
toria. T!:ere Is A ^ftlutarr rule with regard to them 
which has had the effect of cnowdfng them out of 
the programs. 

The Melbourne Cup is the great meeting of the 
year, $75,0T0 being added by the Victorian Racing 
Club for this meeting. It la.sts four days, and 
Cup day must be seen to lie thoroughly appreciated. 

The Cup is a $25,000 race, with a sweepfftakes of 
$l."i0 added, and not a penny of the sweepstakes 
goes to the racing fund. The second horse receives 
$5,000 and the third $2.."t00, the winner always re- 
ceiving not less than the $25,000 previously men- 
tioned. There ig « koen ilesire in Australia to 
breed stayers, hence one finds that liere is only 
one race fer all-agfd horses’ of six furlongs, but 
for two-ycar-oIds there is Marihyrnffng Plate, of 
five furlongs, and $7 ..j 00 is added to the stakes. Tills 
race, whldh Is run early in NovemlKw. is name<I 
after a celebrated breeding establishment of many 
years ago, and it is tlie richest two-year-old race 
In the whole of Australia. 

The attendances at Victorian race meetings are 
enormous, the number on ('up days at Flemlngton 
being from SO.OCO fo 100.000, and. yet there are 
never any disturbances. Tlie terms on which the 
Flemlngton course and grounds — laid out in splendid 
style — are leased make it impcra’tive for free ad- 
niii^sion to he allowed 'on the flat^ and thousands 
upon thousands congregate inside the famous kite- 
shaped track. There is, however, a rule which is 
most strictly enforced. 'OnTooEers ar'e Hot' iiermltted 
under any pretense whatever to walk about or even 
cross the course on the day of a race, and this 
has Iteen found so conducive to (xuiifort and good 
order that there is not the slightest chance the pro- 
hibition will be removed in the slightest extent. 
There is no doubt that racing is b«»coriUng even 
more popular, and on Cup day Flemingt<»ii is the 
Mecca of all racegoers, whether regular or other- 
wise. while in addition it is so brilliant a function 
that thousands attend it from all parts of the coun- 
try because of the balls, dinners, dances, and other 
society arrangements in connection with it. 

Everything is done that exiieriem'e has suggested 
or thoughtfulness provide, for the comfort and wn- 
venience of the patrons of race meetings. It is 
recognized that those who pay their half-crowns, 
five shillings, or ten shillings keep the meetiugs go- 
ing. and it is the duty of the executive to provide 
for their comfort in every possible way. 'Phis is 
shown even In the matter of race cards. They are 
not the meagre kind of things one so often finds in 
fills country.^ but booklets of many pages, contain- 
ing most useful information. The programs wdd 
at riemlngtcn for a shilling each contain the placed 
horses at the three previous meetings, with the 
distances of the races, and the weights carried, full 
details of each iiorse entered with nan^^ of trainer, 
pages for recording liets, printed lists for sweeps, 
etc. When distinguished visitors attend they are 
always handed a handsomely-boiind. gilt-edged e<H>y 
of the program, with pencil attached.
